2* Father Kohut is well known to AKChSSoW/.RY/ 2 and is a 
personal friend of his. The trip to Warsaw will be undertaken 
by Father Kohut at his oki expense, but while in Warsaw he could 
establish contact on behalf of AECAGbOW/ifiY/2 with the Ukrainians 
residing in Poland, 

3* The Ukrainian minority in Poland at the present time is 
numbered at about 250,000 people and consists of tho Ukrainians 
from the Lemko Region stretching from the arpathlan Houn tains 
almost to the City of Krakow* ASCASSOWARY/2 has a number of 
friends and associates who were formerly connected with the UPa 
(U krainian Partisan «ray). 

li* The activities of this Ukrainian group in Poland recently 
were set up because of the liberalisation granted the national 
minorities in recent .months, Tne Polish Government has made a 
number of concessions in their favor, and in June of this year 
a congress of Ukrainian delegates numbering 230 representatives 
took place in Par saw. The Polish Minister of Education ( Jaroshinsky) 
welcomed the congress in the name of the Polish Government, and as 
a result of this new policy on the part of the Polish Government, 
the Ukrainians started the publication of a daily newspaper ( "Nashe 
Slovo"). 


5. The Ukrainian Congress has left behind a permanent com- 
mittee located in Warsaw whi ch will take care of the cultural 
iutareata of the Ukrainian people, and for those activities tho 
Polish Government have set aside 15 million Zlotys* 

6, The Religious Order of it, basil the Great la a loading 
Monastic Order of the Greek-Catholic Church and it has been in 
existence since 1596, This : rdor maintains Honesteries in Poland,
